The Bishot of Labuan and Sarawak 
preached in St. John’s , Cathedral on 
Sunday the following sermon from the 


Ht text John 6x1: 


Jesus took the loaves and when he 
had ‘given thanks he distributed to 
the disciples, and the disciples to 
them that were set, down.” 


The Gospel for this ith Sunday in Lent 
‘eontains the oaly one of our Lord‘s 
miracles that is;recorded in all 4 Gospels 
—the feeding of the 3,000, with five loaves- 
and two. fishes.» Henee the name,» Re- 
ffeshment Sunday, which is commonly 
Niven to. this day. But it is not of the 
miracle generally that I want to speak 
this’ morning, hut of oné incident in’ the 
story—-our. Lord's method of feeding the. 
5,000, He'did not do so himself directly, 
but employed human agents as his insti. 
ments. He gave to the 
they to the multitude. 

Tt is very noticcable that our Lord often 
worked in this ways Fle, “dhe Non of God, 
made use while on earth, of earthly 
ngents ox the means of conferring his 
benefits’ on men. ‘ : : 

“There, are instances recorded” where he 
uscd ontward signs such as touch as the 
means of healing r.4., in the healing of 
a,deaf stammarers Ho used signs that 
men could sce, touches that men could 
fee), this making his appeal to the human 
“senses, as well ns to the inward spirit or 
son] of man. ’ : 

And this shews us how well-he knew 
human nature, The gcientific teacher 
to-day uses models, pictures, maps , and 
so,on: he makes children huild models 
in plastacene of a dog-or.a cat, thus 
using every faculty they possess, and im; 
pressing his lesson through the eye and 
hand, as well as through the ear, 

And, it is not only children that ‘are 
thus impressed; adults know full well the 
use of outward signs, charts, maps, 


models, ete.. to ring home intelectual 
or spiritual truths to the mind or heart. 


The use ‘of outward ‘signs and human 
| instruments. is a Christlike method and 
we must expect to find it employed in 
the Church which is the Body of Christ. : 


“THE SACRAMENTAL PRINCIPLE. 


Jt is this use of outward signs and 
means that lies at the root of the Sacra, 
nients of the Church—an inward trath or 
a spiritual gift conveyed: to us’ throigh 
outward signs and material means, 

Matter and Spirit are not ‘divorced 
cach other: they’ are in close 

alliance, T have very little*confidence in 

“who desires what he. calls 2 
purely spiritual religion, and belittles the 
outward sign’and.tncans, He describes 

them as empty forms or -says that a- 

sacramental religion is, too material. If 
| these signs are empty: forms, of course, 

they are useless, but it does not follow 
that a form is necessarily empty. = 
would remind such a man “that when be 
talks in that strain, he is helittling the 
central truth of the Christian Faith, the 

Tnearnation, when the spiritual God took 

flesh, an 'material form, an earthly body, 

in order to get it touch with those he 
wished to benefit. : Al! Sacraments are 
extensions of the Incarnation: just.as the 

Divine Godhead of Jesus Christ # was

And further, just as our Lord ised human 

linstrumenta in the distribution of ve 

loaves"and fishes jin to-day’s Gospel, 

he works toNay, using men specially set 

npart fox the purpose, to be the menns 

of conveying his spiritual gifts to his 
people. This is the principle underlying, 
the ,Sacramenta, and the Christian reli- 
giow is essentially a sacramental Teligion.

The handshake is a sign of 
friendship, and the means of conveying 
to our friends, ouv cordial feelings to- 
wards them.

‘cents. It was sufficient, he knew, to buy 
enough soap to enable him to rid himself 
of most of the dirt if used ccoromically. 
But, it struck him." he would require 
water. There was plenty of water along 
the Praya. but, to do the job properly, 
he knew he would have to have hot water. 
Here was a setback. Hot water could 
not be Iadled out of the harbour. Still 
wandering along, puzzling over his 
dilenima, our coolig observed a chunk of 
wood lying absolutely unprotected.

CHINA’S. FAMINES. 


We are reminded hy the Annual Report 
‘bf the China International Famine’ Reliet 
Commission that distress in China duc 
to famine has heen steadily decreusing. 
The famines reported .and relieved by 
the Commissfon in 1993 were, in almost 
every instauce, ‘left-overs from pre- 
vious years. While it cannot be said 
that there is no distress at the present 
time, the suffering that cxists is not due 
tu tatural ‘calamities Hike drought or 
flood, bnt rather to a shortage of food 
and a tarrowing of the margin of liveli- 
hood caused ‘by politieal disturbanees.”” 
Tt docs not, therefore, fall within the 
scope of the Commission’s activities. The 
worst distress with which the Commission 
bad to deal in 1993 was in the province 
of Chekiang where .2 succession’ f i 
| typhoons in: 1922 had "proved very dis- 

tructive. In Honan, Shansi and Shensi 

eertnin districts suffered fram drought, 

but the distress in those provinces in 1993 

“ia regardéd as due largely to thé previous 

touch more, serious conditions which ‘had 

left these. provinces so impoverished as 

to make even local crop failures a cause’ 
for outside relief. In the Spring, how- 

ever, a sufiicient crop was harvested in 

North Chind to end in that area what 

might, be regarded jay a condition of 

famine, and the ‘harvests ail over China 

in the Autumn were excellent.
